To Sell Ice Cream 


at Historic House 


Mr. and Mrs. Edward Shattuck 
have just embarked on the mak- 
ing and selling of ice cream, with 
the thistoric old “yellow house” of 
the Shattuck farm property on 
River road being used as ‘the 
locale for the venture. Much of 
the house has been restored to its 
former appearance, with the ex- 
ception of the ice cream room it- 
self. Two rooms are being devoted 
to tables for those who wish to 
eat ice cream, cakes, and coffee 
inside, 

The ice cream is manufactured 
before the customers’ eyes in a 
machine which produces an un- 
usual smoothness. 

An interesting bit of history 
was revealed when upon tearing 
away plaster in the old house to 
make repairs a brick oven and 
old fireplace were uncovered, also 
heavy hand-hewn timbers used in 
its construction. This so aroused 
the interest of Mr. and Mrs. Shat- 
tuck that they determined to find 
more about the history of this old 
Noyes place, as they knew it. A 
search of old deeds and records 
by William Trow revealed that 
the house was built and occupied 
by David Abbot and his. wife, 
Hannah Danforth about 1718 for 
David and Hannah were married 
that year and “he made for him- 
self a farm at (Merrimac Corners” 
(as the section was formerly 
called). The house passed down to 
their son Captain Jonathan Abbot, 
then to Benjamin and Nathan 
Albbot. 

In the years 1818 and 1821 Ben- 
jamin and Nathan conveyed most 
of the property to Frederick Noyes. 
Nathan retained part of the land, 
also “one sixth of a right to take 
fish from the Merrimac River.” 
Frederick Noyes in turn sold 80 
acres in 1871 to the Shattuck 
Farm, conveying nearly all re- 
ceived of Benjamin and Nathan
